Disbursing Officors.

It having been represented to thoe Treasury
department that the officers of the United
States chnrged with the disbursement of pub-
lic money hdave in gome instances madoe de-
posits of such moneys with banks or bankars,
or others not authorized as depositories of
public moneys, Genersl Spinner, the United
States Treasurer, has published certain pro-
visions and requirements of law for the infor-
mation of such oflicers and othor parties, from
which it isseen that deposits of public moneys
may be made only as follows: Deposits of
collections or reccipts of all public moneys, by
all kinds of United States ollicers, with the
Treasurer or an Assistant Treasarer of the
United States, except the rveceipts from cuos-
toms, as hereinalter mentioned, with a national
bank, designated as o depositary, nnder the
provisions of’ the Nationsl Curroncy Act, and
with no others,

Collectors of Internal Revenne are required
to deposit their collections in the particular
depository indieated to them by instructions
from the Commissioner of Internal Revenne,
Collectors or deputy collectors who deposit
with banks, banlers or others not anthorized
ag depositaries render themselves amenpable to
the penalties prescribed by the law,

Deposits of customs duties, being in coin,
can be made only with? the Treasurer or As-
sistant Treasurer, or such other public oflicer
as has been designated as a depositary of the
United States, National banks thal have
been dosignated as devositaries of public
moneys are not anthorized to recvive deposils
of coin.

Deposits of disbursing oflicers may be mude
with the Treasurer, or an Assistant Treasure:
of the United States, or with & depositary
gpecially authorized for that particular pur-
pose by the Secretary of the Treasury, under
the authonty of section 1 of the act approved
June 14th, 15606, and with no others,

The attention of public officers interested,
and of banks, bankers, or others not author-
ized as depositaries of the public moneys, is
specially called to the fact that all violations of
the aet of August Gth, 156G, and the acts

amendatory of the same, subject the parties |

transgressing to severe pains and penalties
under a conviction for felony. The laws are
very stringent against all officers charged with
the deposit and dishursement of money,
Among other things they are prohibited from
investing public money in any kind of pro-
perty or merchandise, They cannot for any
purpose not prescribed by law transter or apply
any ol the funds, All such acts are declared
a felony, and, upon conviction thereof, the
oficnder sball be punished by imprisonment
for & term of not less than one year nor more
than ten years, or by fiue not more than the
amount embezzled, nor less than one thousand
dollars, or by both: such fine and imprisonmuent
to be at the discretion of the court.

Bankers, brokers and others. knowingly
counselling or abetting such transactions, shall
on conviction be similarly punished,
